THE PRICE CEILING 
ORDER IS NOW LAW 


A Fine of $5,000 and two years imprisonment 
is provided for offences againstthis law. 


What You Must Do to Comply with the Law 


1. As a Consumer 


You must not buy goods or services for more than the highest price charged for 
such goods or services during the basic period, September 15 to October 11. If in doubt 
ask your merchant for proof the price he asks is a lawful price under the Price 
Ceiling order. Normal seasonal price changes in fresh fruits and vegetables and green- 
house products are exempt. 


* 


2. As a Retailer 


You must not sell goods or services for more than the highest price at which 
you sold such goods or services in the basic period, September 15 to October 11. 

You must not buy goods or services from manufacturers or wholesalers or any 
other sources for more than the highest price you paid to them in the basic period. 

It is intended that cases of serious hardship should be adjusted by reducing the 
cost of merchandise to the retailer. Retailers whose cost of merchandise delivered to 
them after November 30 is too high in relation to the ceiling prices, should get in 
touch with their suppliers and try to arrange an adjustment fair to both parties. 

The price of goods of a kind or quality not sold during the basic period must 
mot be more than the highest price charged for — similar sctewe in the basic 
period. 


3. As Wholesaler 


You must not sell goods or services at more than your highest price (less dis- 
counts then prevailing) for such goods or services during the basic period, September 
15 to October 11. You must not buy goods or services for more than the highest prices 
paid during the basic period. 

Wholesalers will be expected in some cases to reduce their prices below the 
ceiling in order that their retail accounts may carry on. Wholesalers in turn may have to 
ask their suppliers for price reductions. 

The continued flow of goods through normal channels is of the utmost im- 
portance and the Board will intervene if suppliers divert business abnormally from one 
customer to another. 


4. As a Manufacturer 


You must not sell at prices higher than your highest price (less discounts then 
prevailing) during the basic period, September 15 to October 11. 

In some cases it will be necessary for manufacturers to reduce their — 
below the ceiling so that wholesale and retail accounts may carry on. 

Where maintenance of the retail ceiling requires manufacturers’ prices to be 
substantially reduced, the Board will investigate and in proper cases will afford nec- 
essary relief. 


Imports 


Retailers, wholesalers and manufacturers are assured by the Board that any 
considerable increases in the costs of import of essential goods will be covered 
either by subsidies or, by adjustment of taxes. Details will be announced shortly. 


Under This Law 


The Price Ceiling law also applies to rates and charges for electricity, gas, 
steam heat, water, telegraph, wireless, telephone, transportation, provision of dock, 
harbour and pier facilities; warehousing and storage, manufacturing processes per- 
formed on a commission or custom basis; undertaking and embalming; laundering, 
cleaning, tailoring and dressmaking; hairdressing, barbering and beauty parlour 
services; plumbing, heating, painting, decorating cleaning and renovating; repairing 
of all kinds; supplying of meals, refreshments and bever ages: exhibiting of motion 
pictures. ,

Scientists Are 
Thwarting Moth 


Wool to be Treated Sclen- 
tifically so That Moth Won't 
Even Take a Nibble 


The scientists in the National 
Bureau of Standards have turned 
their attention to wool, relates 
The New York Times. Warm and 
serviceable as it is, it has its draw- 
backs. The larvae of moths de- 
vour it. . Molds grow on it. Bac- 
teria play havoe with it. Strong 
soaps corrode it. Sunlight. ages 
it. Taken all in all, it presents 
as many problems as an automo- 
bile or an airplane. . At the Bur- 
ean of Standards all these seem 
to have been solved at one fel) 
swoop by the simple expedient of 
studying the structure of woo] and 
then treating it so that the larvae 
of moths turn sick if they nibble 
at it, bacteria die if they try to 
get a foothold in it, and even some 
soaps turn from it in a:kind of 
chemica] horror. 

A thread of woo! is a chain of 
molecules, Bend the-chains and 
they remain bent, which explains 
creasing. If the creases disap- 
pear when a suit is hung up, it is 
because the molecules are coiled 
so that they eventually spring 
back when bent or twisted. There 
are also cross-claims. If a moth's 
larvae or some chemicals eat 
these, a piece of wool cloth simply 
falls to pieces. So the problem 
reduced itself to treating the cross 
chains. 

Wool Made Indigestible 

First the cross-chains were 
broken down with chemicals, so 
that they were in just as sad a 
condition as if they had been at- 
tacked by a moth’s larvae. But 
when the broken ends were reun- 
ited with the aid of other chem- 
icals they were in better condi- 
tion than ever. Wool’s fibres are 
largely protein and therefore the 
chemical equivalent of beefsteak. 
But the protein in -the cross- 
chains is indigestible after it has 
been thus doubly treated, with 
result that it becomes so much 
poison to the most ravenously 
hungry larvae. And so with 
strong soaps. They have no lik- 
ing for this transformed protein 


_ —-refuse to combine with it. 


Such feats would have been im- 
possible fifty or more years ago. 
The structure of organic mole- 
cules had to be studied as if they 
were houses, and ways had to be 
found of changing that structure. 
So it happens that we have’ plas- 
ties, synthetic vitamins, hormones, 
rubbers. And now a successful 
frustration of the moth, Away 
with camphor, mothballs and tar- 
paper bags. The wool of tomorrow 
will be a Desert of Sahara to 
anything that tries to live on it.

Q.. How can I remove ‘gelatin

The Airplane Goes 
Higher and Higher 


When ‘Sir Frederick Banting 
was killed in a plane crash, says 
the Windsor Star, he was in the 
midst of experiments to discover 
some way to permit plane pilots 
to go up to 40,000 feet and higher. 

The human being can go only 
so high without requiring stimu- 
lation of some sort to live. Most 
pilots can go to 15,000 feet and 
fight their planes for an hour at 
that altitude. But, when a pilot 
greta to 25,000 feet he can survive 
for half an hotr without oxygen, 
But, when he reaches 35,000 feet, 
he has to breathe 100 percent 
oxygen to live, 

Some method is-sought to allow 
the pilots to go higher still. The 
Nazis are working on ‘a scheme 
that will permit the German pilots 
to go to 50,000 feet and live and 
fight their planes. They have not 
worked out the formula yet, and 
the British and Americans are 
hoping to find the secret first.

It is the factor, in fact, which 
will untimately win the war for 
us. When a British force, on land, 


in the air or at sea, is broken up . 


and disorganized by enemy action, 
each unit and each man becomes 
a fighting machine of itself. They 
ara, in fact, most dangerous whea 
isolated. Such disorganization 
spells disaster for the mass-miné- 
ed Germans. That, in ita briefest 
form, is why our fighters are bet- 
ter and always will be.

Five years “ago the 
United States Government urged 
Japan to consider the agreement 
by which the United States was 
bound not to extend fortifications 
in the Western Pacific in return 
for the maintenance of an agreed- 
wpon naval ratio. Japan rejected 
that proposal 

Again, four years ago, when the 
present war between Japan and 
China started, friendly efforts on 
the part of the United States to 
help in effecting a settlement were 
rejected. “Incidents” involving 
Western economic interests grew 
more npmerous but diplomatic 
protest’ and pressure proved of 
emall avail. 

The Rift Widens 

On the part of the United 
States, says the New York Times, 
more vigorovs steps began to be 
taken, starting, in July, 1939, with 
the announcement that an existing 
trade treaty with Japan would be 
allowed to lapse. Greater aid bhe- 
gan to be given by the United 
States to the embattled Chinese. 
Japan continued on her course, and 
her statesmen spoke in loud tones 
of the “greater East Asia” they 
were seeking, an East Asia dom- 
inated by Japan politically, ex- 
ploited by Japan economically.

Japan, on the other hand, ap- 
peared to be insisting: (1) Ameri- 
can economic sanctions must be 
lifted; (2) Japan has a special 
position in East Asia and must be 
axpected to expand farther to the 
south, possibly into Thailand, pos- 
sibly into the Netherlands Indies; 
(8) Japanese hegemony in China 
must be accepted in fact . 

China Will Get Help 

There have been recent indica 
tions that Washington is prepared 
to. be generous in the lifting of 
sanctions if Toyyo dissolves its 
partnership with, Hitler and Mus 
golint and abandons its policy of 
aggression. On one issue the 
United States and Great Britain 

emain firm. They will not aban- 
don China to the tender mercies 
of a ruthless invader by withhold.

which has given them invaluable 
ald by holding Japan at bay while 
the Allies strengthened their posi 
tion in the Pacific. The United 
States cannot end its military and 
economic aid to China because 

America is mow fighting against 
the world-wide pattern of fegres 
sion which endangers the United 
States itself. 


Japanese Advantages 


As against the Allies’ prepara 
ilom for defense the Japanese 
haye certain advantages. They are

and a Far Eastern war would be 
fought in the home and neighbor- 
ing areas of Japan.

Huntly Drummond Says Bank 


is Working Half a Year For 


Governments Through Taxation——Urges Removal of Gov- 
ernment. Controls After War ‘With All Possible Speed” 


Jackson Dodds, Presenting General Managers’ Report, Shows 
Bank’s Assets Over Billion Mark—~Warns Against Specious 
Monetary Reforms in Solution of Post-War Problems 


“Democracy gives us great privileges, but every privilege has its 
corresponding duty; to keep the privileges we must be prepared to 
sacrifice everything except ultimate freedom itself,” declared Huntly - 
R. Drummond recently before Bank of Montreal] shareholders in his 
presidential address, in which he emphasized in plain language the 
immensity of the task facing Canada and the Empire in bringing the 
present struggle to a successful conclusion, 


Pointing out that the war is 
costing Canada some two hundred 
million dollars a month, Mr. 
Drummond dwelt at length on 
the ways and means by which the 
money was being raised. 

In discussing the tax situation, 
the president gave graphic illus- 
tration of its tremendous propor- 
tions when he said, “Your bank 
pays in ALL taxes as mueh as it 
does in dividends, In other words, 
for the first six months of the 
year we work for Governments, 
the last six for ourselves.” 


Government Controls 


While recognizing the need for 
Government controls and regula- 
tions in time of war, the president 
emphasized the vital importance 
of. removing these restrictions 
after the war with all possible 
speed. ; 

“Nothing”, he said, “can stifle 
individual effort more effectively 
than excessive regulation and high 
taxation, and no one can under- 
take new ventures unless permit- 
ted to retain the profit which 
arises from successful effort.” 


General Managers’ Report Shows 
Assets Over Billion Mark 


Jackson Dodds, O.B.E., report- 
ing on behalf of himself and his 
fellow general ‘manager, G. W. 
Spinney, presented a financial 
statement which revealed opera- 
tions of the bank at the highest 
levels in its long history, reflect- 
ing the record activity of industry 
and commerce arising from the 
war. 

Profits for the year, after the 
deduction of Dominion Govern- 
ment taxes of $2,248,000 were 
reported at $3,437,000 as com- 
pared with $3,436,000 in 1940. 

Total asseta amounted to $1,- 
046,000,000 compared with $961,- 
$00,000 a year ago. Commercial 
loans in Canada were reported at 
$253,500,000, an increase of $36,- 
000,000. Liquid assets at $706,- 


(00,000 were equal to 72.78 per 
cent. of pyblic liabilities. ' 

Government and public deposits 
both showed substantial increases 
during the year; the former at 
$76,200,000 rose . $19,000,000, 
while the latter had increased by 
$64,000,000 and stood at $814,- 
100,000. 


Warns Against Specious Monetary 
Reforms in Solution of Post-War 
Problems 


Commenting on the @perations 
of the bank since the outbreak of 
war, Mr. Dodds told shareholders 
that the most conspicuous feature 
was the provision of additional 
credit. 

While recognizing the impor- 
tance of making credit available, 
those administering the affairs of 
the bank were, he sdid, bound to 
attach even greater importance to 
more fundamental banking fune- 
tions. 

“It is our business, first of all, 
always to make sure that we keep 
faith with our note-holders and 
depositors,” said Mr. Dodds, “The 
plain fact is that our very ability 
to provide credit rests. directly 
upon the knowledge of-every one 
of our depositors that a deposit in 
this bank is as good as cash in his 
pocket.”’ 

The general manager said it 
was well to recall such elementary . 
facts at this time, when the banks 
are faced with unusually heavy 
responsibilities, and when there 
are already signs that the more 
specious brands of so-called mone- 
tary reform are being relabelled 
with a view to the time when they 
will be advertised as remedies for 
Canada’s post-war problems. “It 
will be clear from what has been 
said,” he observed, “that peonle 
who formulate theories concern- 
ing the use of bank credit but who 
ignore the underlying fact that 
banks have to pay cash to their 
depositors when they ask for it, 
are simply building castles in the 
air upon non-existent founda- 
tions.”

DEER IN ARIZONA 


In. northern Arizona there is an 
area, more or less isolated by 
mountains and rivers, known as 
the Kaibab Plateau. In Indian 
days it was famous as a hunting 
ground and until a few years ago 
it supported great numbers of 
deer. It also’ was the range of a 
number of cattle ranches and 
much domestic stock roamed over 
it. The eattlemen were bothered 
by mountain lions, wolves and 
bears killing off their stock so 
they started a campaign, aided by 
the Government, to eliminate 
these predatory animals. 

The control of the predators 
was very successful, It was re- 
ported shortly after the end of 
the campaign that only one or 
two mountain lions were left on 
the whole plateau. For a time 
the cattle were left alone and the 
deer herd increased. This in- 
erease did not stop within a rea- 
sonable period, it went right on 
even when the deer became so 
abundant, despite hunting, that 
the plant food became insuffici- 
ent. Deer browse, and as they 
increased they browsed on the 
bark and even the wood of all the 
trees, Finally starvation hit the 
herd and dead deer were found 
everywhere, they had eaten them- 
selves out of the country. 

The cattlmen found that killing 
the predators was a costly method 
ef control. Formerly they had 
lost a: few cattle annually, now 
they lost them all in a bunch. Of 
jate years, the vegetation has 
come back, the deer have increas- 
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” 


ed somewhat and I am told the 
eattlemen have learned their les- 
son., Lions, bears and wolves are 


actually protected so that the deer 


herd will have enough enemies to 
prevent too great a population.

they still survive in a few parts 
of the country. Its place has been 
taken to some extent: by Mother- 
ing Sunday in the North of Eng- 
land, On that day everyone who 
can do so stil] makes ‘a pilgrim- 
age homewards, and the mother 
receives the homage of her fam- 
ily. 


Add Gay Colors 
To Yule Candles 


Christmas candles for gifts or 
table decorations can be made at 
honie from bits of discarded can- 

les, and the whole family may 
have fun doing it. 


There ia no limit to the shape 
and size of mold to be used. Card- 
beard boxes such as salt packages 
er ice cream cartons are very sat- 
jafactory. The cartons in which 
buttermilk is sometimes sold are 
good for the tapered candles. 
Good resulta have even been re- 
ported with fancy gelatin molds 
of certain types and with jelly 
glasses. 


The wick may be tastened 
through a hole in the bottom of 
the cardboard containers, but in 
amooth-bottomed molds, it must be 
kept in place by pouring in a little 
wax at a time around it, and then 
allowing it to harden. 

Arrange two small aticks at 
right angles at the top of the mold 
and tie the wick in the centre so 
that it will be held securely in 
place during the whole process. 


Common string, the wick from 
an old candle, or commercial 
eandle wicking sold at variety 
stores or in needlework depart- 
ments may all be used for the 
homemade candles. . 


Dipped Candles 


Ail wax to be used in a single 
candle should be melted in the 
same container, as it is difficult 


to match colors. Wax crayons 
are good coloring matter, and 
some women have used lipstick 


with success. As the wax cools 
in the mold, a hole will be formed 
down the centre. Enough wax of 
the same color should be saved to 
fill this hole. 

Lacking enough old candles to 
make the large ones now so pgpu- 
lar, tallow candles can be made 
from these proportions: 10 ounces 
of tallow, % ounce of camphor, 4 

‘ ourmees of beeswax and 2 ounces 
of alum. Melted paraffin, which 
is sometimes used, is chard to dye 
and breaks easily. 

To make dipped one 
end of the wick is fastened to a 
stick or pencil, and the wick dip- 


candies, 


ped into the melted wax for a 
short time, As many candles as 
ean be fully immersed at each 


dipping may be made at one time. 
If the surrounding air is cool, it 
is not necessary to dip the eandles 


in cold water. 

For a elear bright red candle, 
it is best not to use such dark 
colors as biue and sq. candles 
in the melting down process. How- 
ever, very often the layer of color

Prices May be Different in Different Stores 


There has always been a difference in — in differenc 
stores~ even stores in the same locality. This may depend 
on the kind of service the store gives, or the way it oper- 
ates. Some stores, for instance, have delivery service, give 
credit, or provide other extra services. 


Under the new Price Ceiling Order there will still be 
differences in prices at different stores. The new price 
regulations will not do away with competition, The high- 
est prices in auy particular store must not be higher than 
the highest p.ices in force in that store during the period 
September 15 to October 11. They may be a Jittle lower 
or a little higher than the prices in other stores.

you will mark down will be the highest 
prices 


charged at the store where jem shop. 


3. Write down prices 
After each item we want you to write down, if you can, the 
highest price charged at your store during the period September 
1§ to October 11,1941. If you cannot remember the prices charged 
during that period, fill in your list with today's prices. Our 
survey shows that retailers, with few exceptions, are keeping 
rices well within the “‘ceiling’’ levels. As exceptions are 
beiak discovered they are being quickly brought into line. 


4. Keep thie list —use it when you buy! 

Make up this price list nearly and pope f You will 
not be able to get all the items at once. Keep adding to your 
list from day to day. Make it your permanent check list— 
your personal safeguard against any further rise in prices. 


A Few Points to Remember 


1, The ceiling price is not necessarily the price you 
paid. It is the highest price at which the score sold the 
particular item between September 15 and October 11. 

2. A merchant may reduce his prices for sales or other 
reasons he may also raise them provided they do not go 
above the ceiling price. 

3. Variations in seasonal prices on fresh fruits and 
vegetables are permitted. Rulings on seasonal markets will 
be announced from time to time by the Wartime Prices-and 
Trade Board in newspapers and over the radio. 

4. Fill out your price list without bothering your mer- 
chant. In many cases he is making a financial sacrifice to 
sell under the price ceiling. The war has left him short- 
stafied and the Christmas rush is on.

For the average sheep, fame i 
only skin deep. The best he oan 
hope for, after parting periodically 
with his wooly shirt, ts a fleeting 
hereafter In the form of a framed 
diploma. But Billy Wassermann 
3nd is different. He ‘is a sheep 
with a career. For four years he 
has lived in honored comfort at the 
Montefora Hospital for Chronte 
Diseases, Of a-.summer he grazes 
on the hospital's lawn, an object 
of admfration for the children of 
the northern Bronx. For the win- 
ter he {s now ensconed in a pent- 
house apartment atop the hospital, 
with all the hay and oats he can 
eat, 

The reason for this special at 
tention is that Billy fulfils a vital 
function. Every fortnight or so he 
gracioisly permits a doctor te 
draw from his velns a small am- 
ount of blood. Its red corpuscles 
serve to diagnose human syphills 
im the well-known Wassermann 
teat.

Sergeant Pilot John J. Mooney 
of Kast Mempstead, Long Island, 
am Eagle Squadron fighter, told hts 
own story of near escapes on am 
offensive patrol along the Noeth- 
erlands coast: 

“I was flying low over some 
fighting boats near the Dutch coast 
when I flew among some seagulls 
and «aw one go apparently 
through my propeller. 

“Later, when I attacked gum 
posts, my engine out out and gave 
off black smoke every time I put 
the nose down. I coukin't figure & 
out until I got back and found a 
gull—or rather feathers, for that 
was all that was left of it—jam- 
med in my air intake. 

“During the attack, the plane 
was blowm over on ita back by 
ack-ack (antiaircraft fire), the 
radio waa smashed and the craft 
was riddled, I got back by skim- 


ming the waves all the way.” 
Mooney’s Spitfire was hit by 


three cannon shells and some 8@ 
machine gun bullets.

Bitter Cold and Russian Power 
Halt German Drive on Moscow 


Two dramatic items show the 
deadly parallel of the Russian 
Campaign. The first, a description 
of the French campaign in Russia 
in Novenrber 1812, reads: 

“The road was even more thick- 
ly covered with dead horses than 
on preceding marches. There were 
many human corpses, too; and at 
every bivouac one saw large num- 
bers that had died of suffocation 
from the fumes of fires, because 
they had dragged themselves too 
close when already frostbitten and 
half frozen. Others stil moaned but 
could not drag themselves away.” 

The other item ts from a Nazi 


radio broadcuster’s description of 
the German campaign in Russia 
in November, 1941: 

“Grey is the country, grey the

The road to Moscow resembles 
one vast soaked sponge along 
which men, horses and lorries slog 
painfully and strenuously. Slowly 
they move, dragging themselves 
step by step.

Everywhere from the Arctic to 
the Sea of Azov the Germans are 
retreating and, in many cases, re 
treating in disorder, The myth of 
the invincibility of the German 
army is being torn to shreds by 
the Russians. What will the people 
of the Reich think now of Hitler's 
boast made in Berlin two months 
ago that Germany's eastern enemy 
was crushed and would never rise 
again? 

Russian Army Reorganized 

The German failures before Mos- 
cow and at Rostov were evidence 
that the Russian army had been 
reorganized in the midst of a ter- 
riblo campaign. Special Guard di- 
visions were formed, vast reserve 
armies trained in the valley of the 
Volga and important shifts made in 
the High Command, Stalin is Com- 
mander-In-Chief of the Soviet fore- 
ew and he is said to have person- 
ally worked out details of the Rus- 
sian counter-offensive. The vast 
masses of the people of Rusala 
were totally mobilized to work 
wherever needed, and to work even 
beyond their powers of endurance, 
Fivery civilian in Russia was in the 
front line.

winter front. This would probably 
involve withdrawals from the sal 
jents driven north and south of 
Moscow and might mean extensive 
movements westward along the 
whole of the northern sector. 
There {a no very clear natural de 
fensive line for the Germans ia 
that area, and the abilty to take 
up strong posta must dapend large 
ly on the skil! and energy of their 
engineers. 

But it is clear that the Red 
Army fa not allowing the Germans 
to complete their search for win- 
ter quarters in peace. A retreat 
is always a difficult operation, 
Military observers havé been won- 
dering, since the power of the Ger 
man offensive was first displayed, 
what would happen when this com- 
plex mechanism went into reverse, 
and it ts possible that the Rus 
sians, acting under climatic con- 
ditions highly favorable to them- 
selves, will now give a spectacular 
answer. The Germans are being 
pressed hard at very point they 
are suffering new losses in addi- 
tion to those inflicted during the 
suicidal drives on Moscow and it 
may well prove that the Napoleon- 
ic experience will be repeated, 

Let it not be forgotten, how- 
ever, that it was two years from 
the time of Napoleon's retreat 
from Moscow to the Battle of Wat 
erloo.
